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Homeless 
man was 
crushed 
to death 

A HOMELESS man was 
crushed to death after the 
bin he was sleeping in was 
collected with him still 
inside, an inquest heard. 

Workers at Biffa Recy¬ 
cling discovered the body of 
Ranjit Singh among a pile of 
rubbish when it was lifted on 
to sorting conveyor belts by 
a large metal-clawed crane. 

Detective Constable Aki 
Heer, of West Midlands 
Police, read out a statement 
by Mark Bradshaw, night 
supervisor on the line at the 
Tipton site, who said he 
knew something was wrong 
when he heard a ‘thud’. 

Emergency 

He closed the line down 
and immediately called 
emergency services when he 
found the body of 48-year- 
old Mr Singh. 

Dc Aki Heer said: “A post 
mortem found he had sus¬ 
tained catastrophic crush¬ 
ing injuries including a a 
broken spine and shattered 
pelvis and that the injuries 
were consistent with the 
large claw machinery found 
at recycling sites.” 

Police investigations 
found that he was last seen 
the night before his death on 
September 7 outside the 
William Hill bookmakers in 
High Street, Smethwick. 

Mr Singh was well known 
among the homeless com¬ 
munity and the inquest at 
Smethwick Coroners Court 
heard on Tuesday that he 
often slept in bins. 

At the time of his death Mr 
Singh had twice the legal 
drink-drive limit of alcohol 
in his blood. He had a history 
of alcohol abuse. 

Health and Safety inspec¬ 
tor Judith Lloyd said the 
Biffa Recycling site in 
Chimney Lane processed 
around 700 tons of rubbish a 
day. At the time of Mr 
Singh’s death the bay had 
been dealing with around 
200 tons of recyclables. 

She said: “Biffa have a 
number of systems in place 
to help drivers deal with 
people in and around bins.” 

A jury concluded that Mr 
Singh’s death was an acci¬ 
dent and that he had 
received multiple injuries 
after being crushed by 
machinery. 


THE PUBLIC JUST 
NOT SUSTAINABLE 


THE leader of Sandwell Council has 
hit back at those who have criticised 
the planned closure of The Public. 

Council leader Darren Cooper has called on those 
who are angry at the plan to think again about the 
financial pressure the £72 million West Bromwich 


arts centre has put the 
authority under. 

It comes as he and other 
top councillors were due to 
approve plans for the New 
Street venue’s closure at 
their cabinet meeting yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday). 

Speaking on his blog The 
Bottom Line, Councillor 
Cooper said: “The way The 
Public is run at the moment 
isn’t sustainable. 

“Currently, there is no 
entrance fee, so the number 
of people coming through 
the door doesn’t necessarily 
mean more money in the till. 

“The gigs don’t generate 
the kind of revenue needed 
to keep the place open as an 
entertainment venue. 

Actor 

“In fact I’ve been told 
ticket sales at some gigs 
haven’t covered the artist’s 
fee.” 

Councillor Cooper has 
criticised performers who 
have campaigned against 
the closure of the centre, inl- 
cuding Only Fools And 
Horses actor John Challis, 
who played Boycie in the hit 
comedy series. 

Councillor Cooper said: “I 
wonder if the acts who have 
campaigned to keep The 
Public open, John Challis to 
name one, knew that council 
taxpayers may have effec¬ 
tively helped foot the bill for 
their appearances?” 

The under-fire leader 
praised the arts trust for 
their work but said the situ¬ 
ation could not continue. 

The council is currently in 
talks with Sandwell College 
to take over the centre and 
turn it into a sixth form

college. Councillor Cooper 
said that the success of 
Sandwell College’s new 
campus in West Bromwich 
has been ‘incredible’ but 
they were turning away 
hundreds of potential stu¬ 
dents because courses are 
oversubscribed. 

“If The Public building is 
taken on by the college, then 
I’m told this might include 
some arts provision. 

“Plans are by no means 
finalised but it would mean 
the building could still have 
arts activities as well as gigs, 
comedy nights and other 
events. 

“I’d be in favour of this, if 
the college was happy with 
the arrangement and if the 
running of the events was 
self-sufficient.” 

He emphasised that the 
cost of any work on The 
Public would be funded by 
the college and that if this 
plan did not work they 
would consider other 
options. 

“We’ve lost many millions 
of pounds as a council over 
the past few years from the 
money we get from the Gov¬ 
ernment. 

“I happen to think that 
Sandwell has coped pretty 
well with softening the 
impact of massive cuts like 
this and keeping services 
going for local people. 

He added: “But there 
comes a time when, surely, 
something has to give - espe¬ 
cially as the cuts are going to 
continue for years to come.” 



Anger at death knell for arts venue 






The Public arts centre in West Bromwich town centre has divided opinion between those who love it and those who 
loathe it but it has never made money and has cost the public purse in excess of £74 million 


WEST Bromwich MP Tom Watson is 
urging council bosses to find a way to 
keep The Public open as an arts centre. 

The Labour MP admitted he was 
‘taken by surprise’ when an announce¬ 
ment was made that funding for the 
arts trust that runs it would be cut. 

Sandwell Council has taken the deci¬ 
sion to axe funding for The Public in 
the wake of spending cuts but cam¬ 
paigners want to keep the centre open. 

The renowned architect who 
designed The Public, Will Alsop, has 
reacted with shock and anger at the 
council move to close the arts centre. 

Mr Watson said there had been a 
‘clarion cry’ from users who responded 
to a consultation he ran, saying the 
New Street venue should stay open. 

Mr Watson, MP for West Bromwich 
East, said: “I was taken by surprise at 
the announcement on the future of the 


Arts Trust that currently runs The 
Public. A number of community 
groups had convinced me that I should 
consult the users of The Public to find 
out their views of the building. 

“The cabinet decision was taken 
before I had chance to compile the 
responses and submit them to the 
council for consideration. 

Demand 

“In advance of their meeting, I want 
them to know that, on the basis of my 
consultation, there is a huge demand 
for a community use of the building. 

“From the tea dancers to the retired 
members of the discussion group, Uni¬ 
versity of the Third Age, there was a 
clarion cry: ‘please let us use the 
Public’. I sincerely hope that a solution 
can be found that provides a continued 
use of the building for Sandwell’s com¬ 
munity organisations.” 


Mr Alsop said bosses were pulling 
out of the venue just as it was achieving 
its potential and they should be looking 
at alternative ways to fund it. 

Mr Alsop said: “It’s scandalous. The 
council will have to answer to the 
people, they are closing a fully estab¬ 
lished venue which benefits the people 
of West Bromwich and beyond. 

“They will be closing an arts centre 
which is now fulfilling expectations. 
The latest visitor figures show a big 
increase and they are now on target for 
their business plan.” 

Managing director of The Public 
Linda Saunders said dozens of jobs 
would be lost when the centre closes. 
Events scheduled to take place before 
November 30 would be honoured but the 
venue had to turn away £50,000 worth of 
business since it was announced that it 
faced an uncertain future. 


Revamp 
of social 
care will 
cut jobs 

STAFF face the axe in 
Sandwell’s adult social care 
service as the department is 
reorganised to cut costs. 

The department was re¬ 
structured in January but 
now council chiefs say the 
structure is no longer fit for 
purpose and needs to be 
done again. It comes just two 
months after the new struc¬ 
ture was implemented. 

Borough social care boss, 
Councillor Yvonne Davies 
said posts would go but she 
hoped the majority would go 
on a voluntary basis. 

It is not yet known an 
exact figure of how many 
positions will be lost. 

Support 

The re-structure will be of 
the business support staff in 
the service, those who 
manage and organise the 
department rather than 
front line care staff. It is 
expected to save the cash- 
strapped authority £165,900 
a year. 

Councillor Davies, council 
cabinet member for adult 
social care, said: “The origi¬ 
nal re-structure was done in 
good faith but it is an ever- 
changing situation and we 
have had to reassess. 

“It is like a domino effect - 
once one thing changes, we 
have to look at what else we 
can do.” 

A report to Councillor 
Davies, which will be dis¬ 
cussed at a meeting on 
Tuesday, states that the 
business support service 
within adult social care has 
to make a saving of £102,000 
between 2013 and 2016.

'Besotted' ex-lover 
set woman on fire

AN HISTORIC billiard hall in West 
Bromwich has been celebrating its 100th 
birthday this week. Bosses at the public 
house have returned the exterior of the 
venue to its former glory. 

The venue, named The Billiard Hall, was 
opened on August 13 1913 with legendary 
player Willie Holt playing an exhibition 
match. Holt was also a manufacturer of bil¬ 
liard tables and equipment, and was build¬ 
ing halls nationwide, doing much to make 


billiards popular among working class folk. 

Holt was East Lancashire champion and 
he played against local champions T White- 
house of Stourbridge and William Taylor of 
Wednesbury. Willie Holt won comprehen¬ 
sively despite giving his opponents a 250 
point start. 

According to historian Terry Price, 
between the opening day and the following 
weekend around 30,000 people visited the 
hall. 


A MAN who poured petrol on his ex-girlfriend 
before setting her alight and turning her into 
a human ‘fireball’ has been found guilty of 
attempted murder. 

Damion Sheldon went round to Louise Pilkington’s 
Rowley Regis home with a can of petrol in the early hours 
of December 2. He had told the jury at Wolverhampton 


Crown Court that he 
intended to kill himself in 
front of her as he struggled 
to get over the break-up of 
their relationship. 

The jury, however, took 
just three-and-a-half hours 
to find that he had gone to 
the house on Haden Walk 
intending to kill her, pouring 
petrol through her letterbox 
and then dousing her in it 
when she came to the door to 
see what was going on. 

Fireball 

Witnesses described 
seeing her burn ‘like a fire¬ 
ball’ after she was set alight. 

Judge John Warner who 
had presided over the six- 
day trial warned 42-year-old 
Sheldon to expect a Tong 
period’ in jail when he is sen¬ 
tenced in September. 

During the trial, Mr Hugh 
O’Brien Quinn had told the 
jury how Sheldon had sent 
Miss Pilkington four text 
messages in the 24 hours 
before he went to her house, 
some of a threatening 
nature, as he tried to get her 
to speak with him. 

After celebrating his 
birthday on December 1 by 
drinking the best part of 
three litres of cider, vodka 
and a few pints of lager, he 
had taken the petrol can and 
a claw-hammer to Miss Pilk¬ 
ington’s home just after 
midnight. 

Neighbours told jurors 
how Miss Pilkington had ran 
onto her neighbour’s front 
lawn, taken her night 
clothes off and rolled on the 
grass in an effort to quell the 
flames. 

One neighbour, Nathan 
Parsons, throwing a bowl of 
water over Miss Pilkington

and later described in a 
police statement how her 
skin ‘sizzled’ when the 
water hit it. 

She suffered burns to 15 
to 16 per cent of her body, 
needing skin grafts and 
causing scarring on her 
arms. Miss Pilkington told 
the jury during the trial that 
the pain was Tike I’d never 
felt before’. 

A nine-year-old child in 
the house at the time 
managed to escape while a 
13-month-old baby was 
rescued by Oldbury fire¬ 
fighter Nathan Carter. The 
house was badly damaged. 

Giving evidence in the 
trial Sheldon, of Russells 
Hall Road, Dudley, said he 
had been ‘besotted’ with 
Miss Pilkington. Under 
questioning from his barris¬ 
ter Mr Francis Laird, he said 
she had ‘totally and utterly 
destroyed me’. 

Sheldon denied attempted 
murder and said he remem¬ 
bered little about events that 
night but had gone to her 
house to kill himself, not her. 


Burglar's 
chance to 
turn over 
a new leaf 

A BURGLAR’S inability to 
break into two houses has 
saved him from a jail sen¬ 
tence. It has also provided 
Matthew Timmins a chance 
to beat his drug addiction. 

The 30-year-old tried 
unsuccessfully to break into 
unoccupied houses in Kiers 
Bridge Close, Tipton, and at 
nearby Monk Close on suc¬ 
cessive days, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court heard. 

He was arrested on April 
10 after the second 
attempted break-in, at 
Monk Close, said prosecutor 
Mr John Evans. The defen¬ 
dant had been filmed by 
CCTV camera loitering at 
the scene of the earlier 
offence. Nothing was taken 
from either address. 
Timmins had convictions for 
burglaries and crimes dating 
back to his teenage years. 

The court was told that 
his partner has just given 
birth to their child. Mr 
Philip Brunt, defending, 
said: “This is his chance to 
break the addiction, halt the 
cycle of offending and stop 
being the menace to society 
he has been.” 

Timmins, of Dudley Road 
West, Tividale, pleaded 
guilty to attempted burglary 
and asked for a similar 
offence to be taken into con¬ 
sideration. He was given a 
12-month jail sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

Loanshark 
home raid 

A LOAN shark has admitted 
illegal money lending and 
possession of criminal prop¬ 
erty. Kevin Renford, 43, of 
Albert Road in Handsworth, 
pleaded guilty to the 
offences at a hearing at 
Birmingham Crown Court. 

He admitted operating an 
illegal money lending busi¬ 
ness between February 2008 
and November 2012. He is 
due to be sentenced tomor¬ 
row (Friday). 

Renford was arrested in 
November after the England 
Illegal Money Lending 
Team, hosted by Birming¬ 
ham Council, executed a 
warrant at his home. During 
the search the team seized 
documentation, computer 
records and more than 
£13,000 cash. 

Councillor Barbara 
Dring, chairman of the 
public protection committee 
at Birmingham City 
Council, said: “We are con¬ 
tinuing to crack down on 
loan sharks, refusing to tol¬ 
erate them in our city.”

The club, thought to be 
the second oldest in the 
country, folded andwas 
pulled from the regional 
league in a shock move last 
week after almost 140 years 
in existence. 

Fans have launched a 
rescue bid and say they are 
aiming to relaunch the club, 
which played at the City 
Ground in Waverley Road, 
within the next 12 months. 

They said the club’s 
history was ‘too illustrious 
to let it disappear’. 

Darlaston Town FC was 
formed in 1874 and was a 
founder member of the Mid¬ 
lands league in 1962. 

Competing 

The team has played at 
the Waverley Road ground 
since 1899 and the only time 
a Darlaston team has not 
been competing in a regional 
league was during war 
years. 

Fears over the future of 
the club emerged last year 
when it needed to raise 
£15,000 to run for another 
season and pay bills. 

Chief executive of the 
West Midlands Regional 
League Neil Juggins con¬ 
firmed the club was no 
longer part of the league. 

“They have folded as far 
as we are concerned,” he 
said. “They are no longer 
members of our competi¬ 
tion.” 

A meeting for fans to 
discuss whether to reform 
the club - or set up a new one 
- is being held at Darlaston 
All Active Centre, in Willen- 
hall Road, on September 4 
from 7.30pm. 

Neil Chambers, a chair¬ 
man of the club in the 1990s 
and historian, said: “I have 
received numerous calls 
from long time supporters, 
well wishers and former 
players asking me if I could 
do anything to re-form the 
club or form a new club 
bearing the town’s name. 

“I have received calls from 
as far afield as Manchester, 
from people who left the 
town more 40 years ago but 
still have great affection for 
the town. They have offered 
help and support and have 
even said they will travel to 
attend future meetings. 
There is a real enthusiasm 
from people to form a club to 
represent the town and if 
possible keep the name.”

Two more convicted 
in teenager death case 

Shocking images of attack on Ben 


TWO more men have been convicted of being 
involved in violence on the night a 16 -year-old 
Walsall boy was fatally stabbed in Smeth¬ 
wick, while another has been found not guilty. 

Tahj Mills, aged 18, of 
Waterside Street, West 
Bromwich, and Jordan 
Campbell, 18, of Portland 
Road, Edgbaston, were 
both last week convicted of 
violent disorder at Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court. 

They were both involved 
in the violence surrounding 
the death of 16-year-old 
schoolboy Ben Morutare on 
July 28 last year, who was 
killed by a single stab wound 
to the leg outside the Smeth¬ 
wick Home Guard and Old 
Comrades Club in Smeth¬ 
wick. 

Tobias Blake, 20, of 
Kelsall Croft, Ladywood, 
was found guilty of violent 
disorder earlier last week. 



Party 

Mills and Campbell were 
both found guilty by a major¬ 
ity verdict of 10 to two by the 
jury. There was shouting 
from the public gallery as 
Campbell’s conviction was 
announced. 

Both have now been 
remanded in custody until a 
sentence hearing, which is 
expected to be on September 
20 . 

Meanwhil,e a third defen¬ 
dant, Kwamae Phillips, 18, 
from Edgbaston, was found 
not guilty of violent disorder 
after a trial of more than two 
months. 

The remaining defendant, 
Aaron Parkins, 19, whose 
address cannot be reported 
for legal reasons, is still 
awaiting a verdict. He denies 
violent disorder. 

Ben, of Holden Crescent, 
Coalpool, died from the stab 
wound to his leg, with wit-

nesses in the trial claiming 
up to 80 men had chased 
him. 

He was attending an 18 th 
birthday party at the club 
and was found injured on 
grass nearby. He later died 
at Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital. 

During the trial it has 
been claimed by a number of 
witnesses that Ben was 
killed after trying to defend 
one of his friends from a 
group of youths. 

Two weeks ago Andy Ly 
had a plea of manslaughter 
accepted, despite having 
been on trial for murder for 
around five weeks. 

He also pleaded guilty to 
one count of violent disorder. 
His charge of murder was 
ordered to lie on file. 

A seventh defendant, 
Omar Robinson, pleaded 
guilty to one count of violent 
disorder at the same time as 
Ly. 

He was also on trial for 
murder but was told by the 
judge that he had no case to 
answer.

THE devastated family of Walsall 
teenager Ben Morutare have agreed to 
release shocking footage of his attack 
to deter people from getting into 
violent crime. 

CCTV footage shows the final 
moments of the tragic schoolboy who 
was knifed while trying to protect a 
friend during a night of violence at a 
birthday party in Smethwick in July 
last year. 

Andy Ly, from Ladywood, Birming¬ 
ham, has admitted the manslaughter 
of the teenager who was killed by a 
single stab wound to the leg outside the 
Smethwick Home Guard and Old Com¬ 
rades Club. 

A further five men have also been 
convicted of or admitted to crimes 
which include violent disorder and pos¬ 
session of a weapon in connection with 
the death. 

Detective Inspector Gary Plant from 
the force’s Major Investigation Review 


Team, said Ben’s family had made the 
brave step to allow footage from the 
night to be released. The footage had 
been shown to the jury during the two- 
month trial, showing a huge gang of 
yobs advancing on the diminutive 
figure of 5ft 2ins Ben before Ly attacks. 

Tribute 

DI Plant said: “The weight of evi¬ 
dence against these men, from wit¬ 
nesses and CCTY was significant. 
Ben’s family have agreed to some of 
those shocking scenes to be shared in a 
bid to deter others from becoming 
involved in similar unnecessary vio¬ 
lence.” 

Ben’s mother, Grace Morutare, paid 
tribute to her son saying the fact the 
family will never see Ben again was the 
‘most painful and unbearable 
thought’. 

The investigation team trawled 
through hours of CCTV footage from 
the club and surrounding area to 


provide evidence for the trial. Images 
of the violence included footage spe¬ 
cially enhanced by the FBI which cap¬ 
tured the moment Ly attacked Ben in 
Chatwin Street. 

Ben, of Holden Crescent, Coalpool, 
was among some 300 youngsters who 
had packed into the club on Oldbury 
Road after the joint birthday party was 
advertised on Facebook. 

A fight broke out between Ben’s 
friends and a group of youths. One of 
Ben’s friends was chased the length of 
Fenton Street and into St Paul’s Road, 
where he was assaulted and robbed. 
While some of the group were chasing 
the youngster, others turned on Ben, 
chasing the Zimbabwe-born schoolboy 
across a car park into Chatwin Street. 
Witnesses claimed up to 80 men chased 
him. One witness said he saw Ben on 
the ground being punched and kicked.

Residents warned on large up-front payments 


RESIDENTS in Sandwell are being 
warned to be wary of cold callers and 
tradesmen seeking large up front 
payments for work. 

The warning comes from Trading 
Standards bosses in the borough 
after a Halesowen builder was suc¬ 
cessfully prosecuted and jailed for 
two years after defrauding seven 
consumers out of almost £100,000. 

Gary Powis, trading as Pro-Build, 


was earlier this month sentenced at 
Wolverhampton Crown Court to two 
years in prison having pleaded 
guilty to 11 counts of fraud totalling 
£99,264 at an earlier hearing. 

Materials 

The fraud took place over a three- 
year period up to 2010. In the major¬ 
ity of cases Powis cold-called 
households after searching out plan¬ 
ning applications. He agreed staged 


payments with his customers and 
took money up front for building 
materials and labour costs. In some 
instances he would start the work 
but then ask for more money for 
materials, which would not appear. 
One consumer paid £4,000 and 
received no work at all. Many had to 
pay extra to have his work rectified. 

Bob Charnley, Sandwell Trading 
Standards manager, said: “I would 


urge residents to think carefully 
before agreeing to having expensive 
works undertaken, particularly if 
they are seeking large up front pay¬ 
ments like this case highlighted.” 

One way to find a reputable trader 
is to use the Tradewell in Sandwell 
scheme. Consumers can search the 
register themselves on the internet, 
or call trading standards to carry out 
the search for them. 


Petrol price blamed

A THIEF who drove off from 21 petrol stations 
across the Black Country without paying 
during a seven-month stealing spree has 
been given a suspended prison sentence.

The total value of 
the fuel he stole was more 
than £1,000 and ranged 
from £49 to £77 a time. 

Prismantas, whose 
partner is expecting his 
child, was caught on CCTV 
but originally claimed he 
had been bought the petrol 
legitimately, said Mrs Jayne 
Yeomans, prosecuting. 

Among stations he tar¬ 
geted were the Millfields 
Garage in Millfields Road, 
Bilston, where he took 
£49.83 of fuel, Tesco at 
Birmingham New Road, 
where he pilfered £77.70 of

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No jail for 
hotel sex 
attacker, 
aged 64 



Shame - Santokh Mahal 


A BUSINESSMAN was 
spared jail following six 
sexual assaults on four 
women at a Sandwell hotel 
owned by his son. 

Santokh Mahal of Finch- 
field Road West, Wolver¬ 
hampton, carried out the 
assaults at the Ramada 
Birmingham Oldbury, in 
Wolverhampton Road, 
between March and Novem¬ 
ber 2012. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court was told how one of 
Mahal’s victims feared she 
would be raped after he cor¬ 
nered her in a room. 

The court was heard that 
64-year-old Mahal ran the 
day-to-day operations after 
his son aquired the building 
in 2012. His victims were all 
women, aged from 18 to 47. 

Slapping 

They were subjected to 
assaults that included 
Mahal kissing them, touch¬ 
ing their breasts and slap¬ 
ping behinds. 

Mr David Lees, prosecut¬ 
ing, described one assault. 
He said: “He pushed her into 
a corner. The defendant 
grabbed her arm. She was 
terrified by what he was 
doing. She was telling him to 
stop but the defendant con¬ 
tinued. He tried to kiss her. 

“ She described his face as 
contorted. She thought she 
was going to be raped.” 

Mahal, a father-of-five 
and grandfather-of-11, 
carried out assaults on two 
teenagers at the hotel in 
October last year. 

He had pleaded guilty to 
six charges of sexual touch¬ 
ing without consent at 
War ley Magistrates Court. 

Mr Tarlowchan Dubb, 
defending, said the offences 
had brought such shame on 
Mahal and his family that he 
had attempted suicide. Mr 
Dubb said: “He has suffered 
profound shame since these 
proceedings began.” 

Judge Amjad Nawaz gave 
him a suspended 12-month 
sentence. He was given a 
supervision order and told to 
pay £500 costs. 


Police welcome prison terms for thugs in fatal brawl 


POLICE welcomed the sentencing of four men who were 
jailed for more than 30 years for their part in a brawl which 
left a West Bromwich man dead. 

Kevin Hadley, 30, died after a fight at The Lounge Bar in 
Great Bridge last year. The attack was so vicious that one 
of the attackers, Dominic Santos Fraser, left footprint 
marks on his head. 

Fraser, 32, of Highfield Road, Tipton, was found guilty of 
murder last month and yesterday was jailed for life and 
ordered to serve a minimum 14-year term. 

Three others involved in the fight at The Lounge Bar in 


Tipton were also jailed, while a fourth received a suspended 
jail term at Wolverhampton Crown Court. 

Welcoming last week’s sentencing, Segeant Mick Grif¬ 
fiths said: “This is a very sad case in which alcohol has 
impaired people’s judgement and self-control. The result is 
one young man dead and others now beginning significant 
jail terms. 

“It’s undeniable the victim started the altercation but 
the level of violence used by Fraser was grotesque and 
unjustifiable. 

“His lead role in Mr Hadley’s death was confirmed by the 


conclusive CCTV footage and presence of his footwear 
imprints on the victim’s face. 

In law, it’s not necessary to prove intent to kill for a 
murder conviction, an intention to cause really serious 
injury is enough and the ferocity with which Fraser repeat¬ 
edly stamped on Mr Hadley’s head was clearly an attempt 
to seriously harm him.” 

Mr Hadley’s mother Marlene described her son as a pillar 
of support and help who visited her almost every day. She 
said: “The day of Kevin’s funeral coincided with my 
wedding anniversary. I am broken.” 


Head-stamp killer is 
given a life sentence 


A MURDERER who stamped on his victim’s 
head as he lay unconscious during a pub 
brawl in Tipton has been jailed for at least 14 
years. Dominic Santos Fraser stamped on 
Kevin Hadley with such force that he left foot¬ 
prints on the 30-year-old’s face. 


The 32-year-old was given 
will serve at least 14 years 
behind bars before being eli¬ 
gible for release. He was 
found guilty of murder last 
month. 

Police described the level 
of violence used in the attack 
as ‘grotesque and unjustifi¬ 
able’. 

Three others involved in 
the fight at The Lounge Bar 
in Tipton were also jailed, 
while a fourth received a 
suspended jail term at 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

Mr Hadley and his father, 
also named Kevin, had been 
drinking together on 
October 16, and had each 
consumed 10 pints of beer 
before the fight at about 
10pm that night. 

Trouble began when Mr 
Hadley Jnr squared up to a 
group of men playing pool 
and, despite his 52-year-old 
father trying to stop the 
fight, Mr Hadley Jnr later 
died in the Market Place 
pub. Mr Hadley Snr was 
seriously injured. 

Prosecuting, Mr Gordon 
Aspden said Mr Hadley Jnr, 
of Slater Street, West 
Bromwich, had been acting 
aggressively. 

“He was very unhappy 
about something, his actions 
being belligerent and highly 
provocative. In short, Kevin 
Hadley Jnr was responsible 
for the trouble that fol¬ 
lowed.” 

Mr Hadley Jnr was struck 
on the head with a pool cue 
and hit with a bar stool by 
Shazad Ali, 27, of Tudor 
Street, Tipton.

As he tried to hit Mr 
Hadley Jnr again, the bar 
stool was deflected by co¬ 
offender Hafizur Rahman, 
aged 29. 

While Mr Hadley Jnr lay 
on the floor, Fraser, of High¬ 
field Road, Tipton, stamped 
on his head twice, leaving 
shoe prints on his face which 
police later matched to 
trainers worn by Fraser. 

Trauma 

A post-mortem revealed 
Mr Hadley Jnr, of Slater 
Street, West Bromwich, died 
from ‘blunt force trauma’ to 
the head. 

Mr Hadley Snr had been 
attacked by Sadaqut Ali and 
Roy Cross, with Ali kicking 
him in the ribs. Cross, 30, 
punched him and hurled a 
fire extinguishe at him. 

Shazad Ali was jailed for 
six years after admitting 
manslaughter and Cross, of 
Powis Avenue, Tipton, was 
jailed for 11 years after 
admitting inflicting griev¬ 
ous bodily harm on Mr 
Hadley Snr. 

Sadaqut Ali, 32, of 
Madeley Road, Kingswin- 
ford, admitted assault occa¬ 
sioning actual bodily harm 
and sentenced to 10 months. 

Rahman, of Tudor Street, 
Tipton, admitted threaten¬ 
ing behaviour and received a 
three-month sentence sus¬ 
pended for two years. 

Sentencing the group, 
Judge John Warner 
described the attack as ‘quite 
gratuitous and cowardly’.

A FARM in Sandwell has started to sell 
meat from animals which were reared 
on the site. The new enterprise at 
Sandwell Park Farm will not only gen¬ 
erate income for the farm but will 
educate youngsters on how food gets 
from field to plate. 

Senior countryside officer Malcolm 
Freeman says customers can now buy 
meat direct from the farm, knowing 
exactly where their food has come 
from and that animals have been 
raised in the best possible conditions. 

He said: “Recent news stories about 
the sourcing and quality of meat have 
caused considerable worry to people, 
but now visitors can come to us and 


know exactly where the meat has come 
from.” 

Meat on sale at the shop includes 
beef from the farm’s Hereford cattle, 
lamb from its Shropshire sheep, and 
pork from its English Lop and Berk¬ 
shire pigs. The animals that are reared 
for meat are bred on the farm and staff 
pride themselves on the good condi¬ 
tions. 

When the animals reach the correct 
age, weight and size they are sent to a 
slaughterhouse in Lichfield, and from 
there they are sent back to the Salter’s 
Lane farm shop and also on to a 
number of other butchers in the 
region. 


Mr Freeman said: “We srear 
animals for slaughter anyway, so it is 
just the next step. We have a number 
of awards for our animals, so we are 
very proud of the meat we produce. 

“It also is another way of educating 
youngsters about where their food 
comes from. They can see the whole 
circle of life at the farm.” 

The farm is registered as part of the 
freedom food scheme which lets the 
public know that the animals have 
been kept to strict RSPCA welfare 
standards. 

The farm is also registered as part of 
the Red Tractor scheme which guaran¬ 
tees its quality and origin.

Specialists were called in 
to fight the ravages of frost 
and wood rot, as NAOMI 
DUNNING found out 


A £200,000 restoration project 
on an historic church has now 
been completed. 

This first phase of the restoration work 
on Grade II-listed Cradley Heath Baptist 
Church saw specialist builders and stone¬ 
masons undertake the delicate project to 
restore the historic building. 

The 180-year-old church in Corng- 
reaves Road was awarded a £97,000 grant 
from English Heritage to carry out the 
vital works. 

Church bosses then worked hard to 
secure the rest of the funding through 
grants and fundraising projects to get the 
work done. 

This first phase saw extensive work on 
the roof particularly on the west eleva¬ 
tion and tower in a bid to make it water 
tight and secure. 

Specialists 

They also undertook extensive re¬ 
pointing and the original embedded iron 
reinforcements have been replaced with 
stainless steel supports. 

The terracotta detailing on the build¬ 
ing was also badly frost-damaged, and 
bosses at the church recruited specialists 
from Blackburn to restore and replace 
the damaged detailing. 

The specialists recreated exact replicas 
of two large terracotta urns which are 
placed on a prominent site at the church. 

Internally the floor on the south side 
had extensive wood rot, which had to be 
replaced. 

Project manager Gordon Roberts says: 


Project manager Gordon Roberts looks how the restoration of the Cradley Heath Baptist Church progressed 


“We had to replace 20 square metres 
worth of flooring. The workman actu¬ 
ally had to prop up the organ which 
weighs around two tonnes and work 
underneath. 

“The floor damage was worse than 
expected so it cost us a bit more to get 
done.” 

The workmen also replaced the roof 
truss on the north side of the building. 

Mr Roberts says: “All the high level 
repairs have now been completed so the 


building is water tight. I started 
working on this in 2009, so it is fantastic 
to see this stage completed. I think the 
workman have done a brilliant job, and 
all the work and detailing is as true to 
the original as much as possible.” 

Selected 

Church bosses applied to English 
Heritage for the grant in 2011 and ini¬ 
tially received £15,000 to start the 
development work. Specialist teams of 


architects and designers assessed the 
building, and worked out the best way to 
restore it so it will last for generations to 
come. 

Heritage bosses said the Georgian 
church was selected because of its out¬ 
standing historical significance. 

This is just the first phase of the work 
and Mr Roberts is now looking to 
fundraise for the second phase which will 
see the inside of the church restored and 
redecorated.

140 jobs at risk as firm 
decides to move away 


A HAULAGE firm is to close its 
plant in Sandwell with the loss of 
140 jobs. 

French distribution company Norbert 
Dentressangle will shut its depot in Rowley 
Regis and instead invest in a new UK head¬ 
quarters in Crick, Northamptonshire. 

All 140 jobs at the plant in Doulton Road 
will go but staff are being given the chance 
to transfer to the Northamptonshire site. 

Mike Bridges, managing director of 
Norbert Dentressangle transport services, 
said: “In line with our aim of continually 
improving our service to customers, 
Norbert Dentressangle is investing in a new 
285,000sq ft facility at Crick for the UK 
Transport Services division that will 
provide a strategic Midlands hub and a head 
office. 

Transfer 

“This change will involve the transfer of 
operations from our depot at Rowley Regis, 
which will close. The proposed relocation 
will be phased and is scheduled to begin 
from January 2014 and be completed by 
May. We are offering all our employees the 
opportunity to transfer to Crick and hope as 
many as possible will be able to join us at the 
new site. However, we appreciate that this is 
an unsettling time for those at Rowley Regis 
who may find it difficult to relocate, and we 
will be entering into consultation with all 
colleagues who are affected by the move. 

“The investment at Crick underlines our 
commitment to the UK market and pro¬ 
vides an excellent platform for future 
expansion.” 

Fork-lift truck driver Phil Mees, 44, said: 
“We were told that the Rowley Regis depot 
will close next March and we will all be made 
redundant. They are moving the depot to 
Crick, near Northampton, and we were told 
anybody who wants a job can go there. But 
it’s too far for most of us to travell.” 

Plans are being discussed to clear the site 
for a housing development and shops.

A planning application has been 
submitted to Sandwell Council for 
the plan, which reveals the new-look 
of the centre. 

Wednesbury North Councillor 
Elaine Costigan said: “These 
designs are brilliant. The planners 
have taken into consideration local 
concerns, so there are security lights 
and local people should be happy 


with how they dealt with the cut 
through. 

“It is clear it is going to be a 
modern state-of-the-art centre. I 
know so many people cannot wait 
for it to open.” 

Cancer 

The site is due to open in April 
2015. It is being rebuilt after council 
bosses had to close the old pool in 
2011 after it was found to have ‘con¬ 
crete cancer’. 

The centre will include a pool hall, 
which will have a 25-metre, six-lane 
swimming pool, and learner pool, as 
well as a changing village. 

The first floor fitness suite will 
have 75 fitness stations. There will 
also be two dance studios for up to 50 
people each. There will be a 145- 
space car park.

Police keep 
eye on hard 
shoulders of 
motorways 


AROUND 250 drivers a day are illegally using 
the hard shoulder in the West Midlands, it has 
emerged - as a new crackdown was launched 
which could see motorists fined.

Agency and Central Motor¬ 
way Police Group, with 
drivers warned they could be 
forced to pay fines or given 
points on their licence for 
flouting the rules. 

A pilot scheme is being 
launched next month to 
reduce the amount of 
motorists who use the hard 
shoulder at the wrong times 

Congestion. 

The stretch of the M6 
between junctions eight at 
West Bromwich and 10A for 
Essington is already part of 
a ‘managed motorways’ 
scheme, which sees the hard 
shoulder opened up as a 
fourth lane at busy times in 
a bid to cut congestion. 

Work to expand it into 
Birmingham is now under 
way. Overhead signs are 
used to display when this is 
in force. 

However, police said that 
on three of the busiest 
motorway links across the 
West Midlands - at the M42 


south between junctions six 
and seven, and M6 north¬ 
bound and southbound 
between junctions nine and 
10 - figures show an average 
of 250 vehicles per day ille¬ 
gally using the hard shoul¬ 
der. 

Most of this was just 
before the hard shoulder 
opened to traffic for peak 
eriods or just after it had 
een closed. 

As part of a pilot scheme, 
police will be monitoring 
drivers in the region. 

Any drivers misusing the 
hard shoulder will initially 
receive a joint letter from 
the force and the Highways 
Agency, along with an educa¬ 
tional leaflet clearly explain¬ 
ing the correct use of the 
hard shoulder. 

Repeat offenders could 
find themselves facing a fine 
and points on their licence. 

But some motorists who 
abuse hard shoulders on the 
region’s motorways could be 
sent on education courses. 


Rubik’s warehouse

WITH its striking red, grey and white square panels, these 
are the latest images of how a Rubik’s Cube-style ware¬ 
house visible to thousands of drivers a day from the M6 is 
taking shape. 

Storagebase is building the £5 million 112,000 sq ft self¬ 
storage building near to Opus Blueprint at junction nine of 
the M6 by Wednesbury. The checked panels are being fitted 
to the seven-storey building, which is due to be completed 
early next year. 

The warehouse will include more than 1,000 individually 
lockable secure self-storage rooms. 

The development will create six new jobs, and will be 
available 24 hours a day, seven days a week. 

The building was granted permission by Sandwell 
Council’s planning committee in September, despite a peti¬ 
tion against the plans submitted by residents who said they 
think it will be an eyesore and could cause problems as 
people cross busy Wood Green Road. 

Crematorium upgrade 

PLANS to refurbish Rowley Regis crematorium have been 
given the green light by planning officers. Work on the site 
in Powke Lane is now expected to start in autumn. 

It will include work to renovate and extend the original 
chapel to allow more than 100 mourners to take part in serv¬ 
ices - double the number it currently holds. 

The long-awaited £1.4 million project has had the support 
of local religious leaders and funeral directors who were 
instrumental in the redesign of the site.

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Former council worker's 
death linked to asbestos

A FORMER council electrician who 
became an author is to release his 
third novel telling the story of 
strained family life in the Black 
Country, 

Colin J Nicholls, of Stone Cross, 
penned his latest book, The Decline 
Of Josh White, and says it is his grit¬ 
tiest to date. 

The 64-year-old, who worked for 


Sandwell Council as an electrician, 
is also a former teacher at Hall 
Green School. 

He grew up on the Friar Park 
estate in Wednesbury. 

Since graduating from Birming¬ 
ham City University at the age of 56, 
he has written two other books The 
Turn of The Worm and Scrooby The 
Pilgrim Father. 


A FORMER council worker who 
spent more than 16 years 
working in the Sandwell’s 
schools and public buildings has 
died from asbestos-related 
cancer, a coroner has con¬ 
cluded. 

And he has warned of increasing 
numbers of cases of the illness. 

Douglas Boot was taken to hospital on 
February 26 after experiencing complica¬ 
tions with chemo-therapy which he was 
receiving for cancer, Smethwick Coroners 
Court heard. 

On March 9 he died at Sandwell Hospi¬ 
tal and a post-mortem found a large 
tumour on his right lung caused by expo¬ 
sure to asbestos. 

The court heard that Mr Boot worked as 
an electrician at more than 150 of the 
council’s schools, libraries and buildings 
from 1976, aged 16, and did the job until he 
was 32. 

Pipes 

Senior coroner Robin Balmain read out 
a statement written by the 52-year-old 
before his death, in which he explained 
that during the 1980s he was responsible 
for replacing school heating systems that 
required the fitting of sensors to pipes 
lagged in asbestos. 

Mr Boot, of Linton Road, Great Barr, 
wrote: “I didn’t wear a mask or protective 
closing. We were told to be careful of the 
brown and blue asbestos that lagged the 
pipes but not to worry about the white 
asbestos.” 

He also worked on the council’s main 
register offices in West Bromwich, where 
he came in contact with asbestos again. 

Mr Balmain concluded that Mr Boot had 
died from an industrial-related disease 
after contracting a large asbestos-related 
tumour on his right lung. 

He added: “This is a dreadful disease 
and coroners up and down the country are 
having to deal with a lot more of these 
cases.”

Bearwood Road 
air pollution alert 

POLLUTION levels on a 
road in Bearwood regu¬ 
larly exceed national air 
quality guidelines, and 
could have an impact on 
human health, a report 
has revealed. 

Officers who monitor 
the air quality on Bear¬ 
wood Road between its 
junction with Three 
Shires Oak Road and 
Hagley Road found the 
levels of nitrogen oxide 
have significantly 

increased over the past 10 
years, and reached a peak 
last year. 

In 2012 the levels 
reached 69 microgrammes 
per cubic metre, when the 
national air quality objec¬ 
tive is 40. A feasibility 
study is now being under¬ 
taken. he main cause of 
this pollution is vehicle 
emissions.

TWO robbers have been locked up after snatching a gold necklace 
containing religious scriptures from a woman in broad daylight. 

Adam Chand, 20, and his 17-year-old co-accused, who can’t be named for legal 
reasons, pounced on the woman as she walked along West Bromwich High Street on 
February 1. They then took the chain to Birmingham’s Jewellery Quarter, where they 
tried to cash in the gold, Wolverhampton Crown Court was told on Friday. 


Van raid gang 
sent to prison 

FOUR men from the Black Country who 
were caught red-handed during a night raid 
on a van dealership in Shropshire have been 
jailed. Each was sentenced to 16 months in 
jail after they admitted theft and burglary. 

Danny Gill, 32, of Tipton, Dale Collins, 21, 
of Wednesbury, Andrew Parkes, 41, and Kyle 
Morris-Jones, 26, both of Bilston, admitted 
stealing three vans worth a total of £16,645 
and had, on the morning of their sentencing, 
led police to recover two of the vehicles that 
had been abandoned. 

Shrewsbury Crown Court was told the 
raid happened at Vanland at the Shell Petrol 
Station, Sutton Maddock, near Telford. 

Mr Kevin Jones, prosecuting, said a 
witness called the police shortly after 2am 
on July 13. Police used automatic number 
plate recognition to trace a Peugeot to 
Bridgnorth where the vehicles were seen in 
convoy. At 3am the cameras picked up the 
Peugeot on its way back to Vanland and 
police caught the four inside the compound. 

Gill, of Alma Avenue, had 17 convictions f 
and Parkes, of King Street, Bradley, had 21 
convictions. Collins, of Wolverhampton 
Street, had 21 convictions for 46 offences 
and Morris-Jones, of Walter Road, had 11 
convictions including burglary. Defending, 
Mr Desmond Denis said they had all entered 
an early guilty plea and had assisted police 
in recovering all the vehicles. 


The victim had been walking past the 
Prince of Wales pub just after 1pm wearing 
the jewellery which was described as ‘dis¬ 
tinctive’ with a chamber containing reli¬ 
gious text inside. 

She was approached from behind and as 
Chand held her shoulders it was the 
teenaged robber who snatched the jewellery 
and they both made a run for it. 

Mr Robert Cowley prosecuting said: 
“Later that day the two defendants went 
into a jewellery shop in Birmingham and 
they tried to sell the item. 

Suspicious 

“The owner was suspicious as the item 
was a woman’s necklace and the chain was 
also broken. He told them he wouldn’t buy 
it and alerted a police officer.” 

Both men were arrested. 

The court was told how Chand had previ¬ 
ous convictions of burglary and shop lifting. 

His teenage co-accused had been offend¬ 
ing since 2009. These included theft from a 
person, two robbery convictions and intent 
to rob. 

Mr Peter Arnold, defending both accused, 
said: “Mr Chand is motivated to make 
himself change. He is not someone who is 
reluctant to work with the probation 
service.” 

Speaking about the teenaged robber, Mr 
Arnold added: “ He has had a difficult start 
to life.” 

Both defendants pleaded guilty to a 
charge of robbery. 

Chand was sentenced to 12 months in a 
young offenders’ institute. 

The 17-year-old was locked up for 10 
months, also in a young offenders’ institute.

MULTI-MILLION pound 
work to improve a major 
traffic island in Oldbury will 
take two years to complete 
causing major disruption for 
motorists, a report has 
revealed. 

Sandwell Council are 
looking at options to revamp 
the busy Birchley Island in 
Oldbury, next to junction 
two of the M5. 

The authority was looking 
at running a road directly 
through the roundabout to 
ease congestion. However, a 
report has revealed that an 
alternative option would see 
the island ripped out and a 
crossroads installed. 

The council now plans to 
carry out a public consulta¬ 
tion on the plans. 

A report by Councillor Ian 
Jones, the borough’s cabinet 
member for jobs and 
economy, which will be con¬ 
sidered by the council on 
Monday, states that if the 
scheme is approved in full,a 
start on construction could 
be made in 2015/16 and take 
approximately 24 months. 

Councillor Jones said: “It 
would mean that there 
would be disruption while 
the improvement work is 
carried out but it would then 
mean that you would expect 
the traffic flow across the 
Black Country to improve.” 

The island is used by 
around 92,000 drivers a day 
and the improvement work 
has been highlighted as a 
priority - however, funding 
is not yet available. 


Boy bitten by police dog in 
garden to get compensation 


THE family of a boy who was attacked by a 
police dog in a back garden in Oldbury will 
receive compensation, West Midlands Police 
have revealed. 

Tom Cutbill, 11, suffered serious wounds above and 
below the knee - one two-and-a-half inches wide - after the 


dog handler entered his 
grandmother’s garden while 
looking for a metal thief in 
Oldbury. 

Bosses at West Midlands 
Police Force said they were 
waiting to find out the 
extent of Tom’s treatment 
before determining the sum 
to give to the family. 

Tom, of Rowley Regis, was 
bitten on his right leg during 
the incident and had to have 
stitches. 

Search 

Police had been called to 
Western Road to carry out a 
search following a report of a 
metal theft at Langley 
Green train station. 

The German Shepherd, 
Belgian Malinois cross was 
helping search for the sus¬ 
pects in nearby New Henry 
Street and is believed to 
have followed Tom’s uncle, 
Gareth Chappell, into the 
back garden in June.

After the attack, West 
Midlands Police launched an 
investigation. 

Police spokesman Pete 
Edney said: “The boy’s 
injuries will be assessed at a 
future date to determine 
what, if any, further treat¬ 
ment he will receive.” 

After the attack Tom’s 
grandmother Bev Bakewell, 
52, of New Henry Street, 
said: “Tom was playing in 
the back garden fixing his 
scooter in the shed. 

“I heard screaming and 
when I looked out the 
window there was a police¬ 
man out there with this 
great big dog which had hold 
of Tom’s leg.” 

After the attack police 
revealed both the officer and 
the German Shepherd, 
called Shadow, have been 
allowed to stay on duty.

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Salesman 
fired for 
being too 
old at 52 

A CAR salesman has been awarded thou¬ 
sands of pounds in compensation for age dis¬ 
crimination after he was sacked for being too 
old - aged 52. 

Gary Hawkins took legal action against Wednesbury 
motor dealership giants Carcraft, where he had worked for 
eight months. The father-of-four told a Birmingham 
employment tribunal a boss at the firm fired him in Novem¬ 
ber last year. At the hearing, he said a regional manager at 
CC Automotive Group Ltd, which trades as Carcraft, told 
him bluntly his career with the business was over because 
of his age. 

He was told by his manager: “You are too old at 52.” 

The employment tribunal backed Mr Hawkins’ claim of 
age discrimination and awarded him thousands of pounds 
in a payout last week. 

Mr Hawkins, who lives in Sutton Coldfield, and is 
married to Heather, 48, said: “I have struck a blow for 
middle-aged men and women everywhere. I didn’t even 
know I wasn’t part of the youth culture until they got rid of 
me. 

“I believe I was the oldest guy working there. The judge 
said I was the oldest manager and probably one of the oldest 
staff members. 

“We had a new regional manager take over and he came 
in and told everybody on the first day if he had to sack every¬ 
body to improve the sales then he would. He fired me at 6pm 
on a Saturday. On that day he had already sacked two sales¬ 
men and another left because of how he treated them.

Country motor dealership Carcraft where he worked 

“It was a two minute conversation. He pulled me to one 
side and said ‘I think you’re too old for my team’, you’re 
sacked. He liked 20-year-olds he could bully. He didn’t like 
anybody with an opinion.” 

The company denied ageism and claimed Mr Hawkins 
had failed to motivate his team and had not trained them 
properly. He denied his performance had been shoddy and 
stressed there were regular team meetings where ways of 
improving sales were discussed. The tribunal heard other 
roles had been offered to him. The firm admitted other 
members of staff had lost their jobs. 

Tribunal judge Peter Rose QC asked the ages of other 
managers, past and present - and it emerged Mr Hawkins 
had been the oldest in his field. Mr Hawkins now has a job 
as a manager in the car sales industry. 

Carcraft declined to comment.

Police hunt 
raiders on 
bookmaker 

POLICE have released CCTV images of men 
they want to speak to in connection with a ter¬ 
rifying raid on a bookmaker’s shop in Great 
Barr in which a handgun was brandished. 

Staff at Ladbrokes, at the Scott Arms Shopping Centre, 
were threatened with a gun before the tills were raided. 
There was also a third 


man involved in the robbery, 
who stood at the entrance 
and was not captured on 
CCTV during the raid, 
which took place on July 15 
at around 5.40pm. 

The robbers managed to 
steal £1,000 from the tills 
before fleeing the scene. 

Police said the suspects 
were three black men in 
their early 20s, and all 
wearing dark hooded 
jackets. 

Mask 

One wore a skin tight 
mask below his eyes and 
another wore a dark- 
coloured face mask. 

One man has been 
arrested and bailed in the 
connection with the robbery 
while inquiries are ongoing. 

Police are continuing to 
investigate the robbery and 
released the CCTV in a bid 
for anyone with information 
to come forward. 

Detective Constable 
Ryan Matthews, from Force 
CID, said: “This must have 
been a horrific experience 
for the staff who thankfully 
were left uninjured but 
understandably extremely 
shaken by what happened. 

“These are clearly dan¬ 
gerous men who need to be 
taken off the streets as 
quickly as possible. 

“I would urge anyone who 
recognises the people in the 
CCTV images or who may

have seen anything suspi¬ 
cious in the area at the time 
of the offence to come 
forward. 

“Even the smallest piece 
of information could be all 
we need to bring these 
people to justice.”

Fear that HS2 could 
mean slower trains 

TRAINS that are ‘slower’ than current services will run on 
the West Coast Main Line through the West Midlands under 
plans for the controversial high-speed rail project HS2, it 
has been claimed. 

Network Rail, the company responsible for tracks, has 
hailed the £42.6bn project as a chance to free up the over¬ 
crowded system by transferring intercity services to the 
new 225mph trains. In a new report it says more than 100 
towns and cities will get quicker, more frequent journeys as 
inter-city services are replaced with trains that stop at more 
stations. But critics say it will mean the current 125mph 
trains offered by Virgin through Sandwell and Dudley will 
be replaced by slower ones dubbed ‘semi-fast’ by rail chiefs 
because they will call at more stations. 

The Network Rail document outlines how a current 
Birmingham to Wigan service would be ‘released’ by the 
second phase of HS2 when the new line goes to Manchester 
and Leeds. In its place is ‘potential’ for a new ‘semi-fast’ 
service calling at Birmingham, Sandwell and Dudley, on to 
Crewe, Winsford and Warrington Bank Quay.

Bee-keeping is just a 
hobby to Barbara but she 
makes honey and also jam 
using honey, which she sells 
to help the poor in Romania.

Pick of the Week 


Robin is left stunned 
by Matt's hidden secret 


£ CTop of the Lake is a classic mythic 
■"struggle,” says Jane Campion, the 
acclaimed writer and director who 
co-created the series. 

Those who’ve watched the entire 
series, which ends this week, would 
no doubt agree with her; they’d also 
add that it’s been completely riveting. 

But has tuning in been an enjoyable 
experience? The word ‘enjoy’ is 
perhaps not appropriate in this case - 
“endured” is probably more fitting. 

Not that the plot hasn’t been 
gripping, moving and intriguing, but 
claiming to have enjoyed something 
involving such a gruelling experience 
as watching the fall-out from a 
pregnant 12-year-old’s disappearance 
seems wrong. Nevertheless, we’ve 
continued to tune in, utterly transfixed 
by an incredible and powerful story 
with, unusually these days, a 
completely unguessable finale. 

And as it all draws to a close this 
evening, with a bit of luck, we can 
soon all get back to having fun on a 
Saturday night instead of feeling 
emotionally drained. 

The main focus of the drama has 
been Robin (Elisabeth Moss), a cop 


specialising in child cases. She grew 
up in the area where the story has 
taken place, but it’s her first return 
there since a traumatic event in her 
own youthful years. 

However, always lurking in 
the background has been Matt 
Mitcham, the father of pregnant Tui. 
He’s an odd character who also 
seems to have baffled Peter Mullan, 
the acclaimed Scottish actor who 
plays him. 

“I can’t tell you much about Matt 
because I’d never profess to know a 
character,” says Mullan. ‘All you can do 
is kind of find their soul. The rest takes 
care of itself. 

“He simply exists in his own world 
and he has his own rules and he has 
his own issues, shall we say, not least 
of which is a certain narcissism, a 
certain amount of self-loathing, a fairly 
complex relationship with his mother, 
a very complex relationship with his 
kids, and a certain sense of 
entitlement. 

“He’s good fun and he’s a bit wicked 
in the sense that he’ll do things some 
people would wish they could do. And 
he’s rude and abrasive and massively, 


massively insecure and full of all his 
own self-pity.” 

Mullan also describes Matt as “a bit 
alpha male,” which is an 
understatement; Matt is in complete 
control of his family. 

“His kids love him only because he’s 
all that’s there to love," explains the 
actor. “I’ve no interest in making 
someone sympathetic. What I am 
interested in is, even though one may 
not like someone they’re as human as 
the next person.” 

Matt is certainly in the thick of things 
as the final episode begins. 

Robin’s obsession with finding Tui 
reaches boiling point as she realises 
the little girl’s due date is drawing ever 
closer. She visits Matt, determined to 
once and for all get some useful 
information from him. 

Matt has something to say, but his 
news leaves Robin in utter despair. 

Nevertheless, she digs deep, 
soldiers on and heads off to find Tui 
before her father can get his hands on 
her - but she isn’t prepared for 
shocking conclusion that’s about to 
confront her...

Mercedes AMG has all-wheel drive 



The Mercedes Benz A 45 AMG races to 62 mph in a stunning 4.6 seconds 


Mercedes comfort and luxury you would expect 


The A 45 offers a deep exhaust note that bodes well for a comfortable ride 


TRADITIONAL AMG models have 
been big, brash and brutish in their 
performance delivery. 

However, in the case of the A 45 AMG model, 
Mercedes has created a very hot hatch, thanks 
in the main to the class-busting 360 horse¬ 
power produced by its 2.0-litre, four-cylinder 
turbo engine. 

In reality it’s much more than a just hot 
hatch on steroids. 

As is the case with every AMG car, you buy 
into the culture of the hand-built engine plus 
the numerous bespoke set-up and tuning 
modes over and above any conventional Sport- 
badged Mercedes. And being a thoroughly 


modern AMG car, the A 45 boasts an intelligent 
all-wheel drive system that directs power to 
where you need it most. A helpful addition 
when car can sprint from rest to 62mph in a 
blistering 4.6 seconds. 

With all the engine’s power, comes control. 
Alongside the car’s intelligent all-wheel drive 
system is a three-stage ESP set-up. Aside from 
the default ‘On’ mode, there’s a second setting 
giving the driver some leeway before kicking in, 
with a third ‘Off mode promoted as a trackday 
setting. 

Rounding off the powertrain tour is a version 
of Mercedes’ existing double clutch gearbox. 
This seven-speed DSG-style gearbox can be left 


in auto or switched to a more responsive Sport 
mode, while chunky paddleshifters behind the 
steering wheel give the driver complete control 
in manual mode. 

Cabin 

Figure-hugging sports seats greet driver and 
passenger when you open the door, and from 
the sports-themed trim in the cabin it’s clear 
that Mercedes isn’t shy in promoting the A 45’s 
performance potential. Racy, red-coloured trim 
and lots of faux carbon fibre are the obvious 
giveaways. 

Still, Mercedes hopes the real thrill will be 
from driving. The A 45’s deep exhaust note cer¬ 
tainly suggests a good time will be had by all, 


yet the car is surprisingly civilised if you leave 
everything in its default setting. For many this 
will help make it an easy-to-live with all- 
rounder, which is not something you can say for 
some of the more extreme, rock-hard riding, 
traditional hot-hatch buzz boxes. 

Granted, even in ‘comfort’ mode, you do 
know the A 45 is a bit special. 

It’s also quick, and boasts a refreshingly 
compliant ride in the context of a firmly sus¬ 
pended compact hatch. That’s largely down to 
the value-added AMG element, which also 
makes its presence felt through the car’s 
weighty and direct steering. Still, leaving the A 
45 in its default settings will mean you’ll fail to 


reap the benefit of its GTI-plus price tag. 

Switch to the gearbox’s Sport mode and 
gearchanges are noticeably quicker, plus you’re 
accompanied by four-cylinder versions of 
AMG’s trademark barking, backfiring and bel¬ 
lowing exhaust note. 

The sports exhaust experience is a must, and 
the aural rewards are impressive considering 
you’re in a car with half the normal AMG- 
tuned cylinder count. Despite the presence of 
an all-wheel drive system, in reality the A 45 
bias remains largely front-driven. This, com¬ 
bined with the presence of a four-pot motor, is 
a first for AMG, yet the firm has done a good job 
of making the A-Class feel special.
